REMINISCENCES OF THE OLD STAG­ 
ING DAYS IN MISSOURI.

The individuals who wore born too 
late to experience the joys of "tage-1 
coaching in the early da ys of Missouri, 
while they may felicita te themselves 
upou the luxurious and speedy modes 
of transportation prevailing at the pres­ 
ent time, can never in the slightest de­ 
gree apprecia te the delig hts stored up 
in the memories of those who recall the 
Introduction of the Concord coach and 
j their many rides In tin* same, sa ys the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
! 
The vehicle wa s a revelation, a revo- 
{ ltrtiou und an evolution that seemed to 
leave nothing further to be accomplish- 
! ed for the comfort of the overland tra v­ 
eler. 
It wa s a cradle on wheels, a par­ 
lor la da ytime and u comfortable sleep­ 
ing room at night. 
With its full quota 
o f twelve passengers it never seemed 
; crowded. 
In the summer time, with 
its curta ins rolled up 
it wa s breezy 
and sweet. 
In winter, with Its curtains 
down, 
light being a dmitted 
through 
» mail g la ss panes fixed in them, it w a s 
j almost Impervious to cold, the vitiated 
j air being carried off through ventila ­ 
tors in ihe roof, 
i 
In that day uiso buffalo robes were 
plentiful and about a s cheap as bla n­ 
kets. 
These robes were finely tanned 
with tJbe hair ou them, and when the 
hides had been taken at the proper sea ­ 
son the hair wa s as soft a s the fur of 
some of the a nima ls taken at this day 
tor their fur alone. 
They were flexi­ 
ble and couid be ha ndled with as much 
facility as the ordinary bed comforter 
ok today. 
The robes were generally tanued by 
la dla u squa ws through a process in 
which the brains of the deer and unte- 
k>pe 
were 
the principal ingredients, 
while many of them w ere queerly and 
bea utifully 
ornamented 
with 
wild 
•cenes and incidents of life a mong the 
red men in indelible colors. 
Probably 
not a robe of this kind can now l>e 
found in all this laud, a nd were it pos­ 
sible the va lue of the sa me us a me­ 
mento of oid times would be inca lcu­ 
lable. 
In cold weuther the coaches were 
g enera lly furnished with one of these 
robes for each seat, while the tloor wa s 
covered with sweet, clean hay or stra w. 
And then, also, at the sta tions a ny one 
who desired to do so could secure some 
kiud of a foot warmer. 
Even in the coldest wea ther stage- 
coueh tra veling wa s pleasant. 
It w a s 
only in the rainy sea son that its dis­ 
agreeable aspects materialized.

Under emergencies of this kind, how ­ 
ever, the women and children remained 
In the coach. 
They must be pulled 
through Uryshod even if it took the 
hind and front traces. 
While many of the men who traveled 
In that early day in Missouri were 
rough in speech, uncouth in manner 
and devoid of the table etiquette tha t 
Is now deemed essential to good breed­ 
ing, they were the few est in number 
who did not possess tender hearts a nd 
chlvalrlc souls. 
Women were us sa fe 
in a Concord couch, even without an 
escort, a t tha t day as if they were in 
their ow n homes, and in more than one 
instance the writer has witnessed the 
carrying of the women In the a rms of 
sta lwa rt men from the coach steps to 
the dining room of the station that 
they mig ht be free from lie- discomfort 
of wet or muddy feet. 
Again, he has 
known a great burly fellow to lend his 
shoulder as a resting pla ce for the hea d 
of a sleeping woma n or one perhaps 
suffering from some temporary indis­ 
position. 
Every woma n wa s a lady in the esti­ 
mation of the men, and every man be­ 
lieved that it devolved upon him indi­ 
vidually to care for her. 
Occasionally, however, some brute In 
the guise of a man would appear in the 
sta gecoach, but to the credit of the 
Missourians of tha t day not one of 
them wa s ever numbered in tha t cla ss. 
The brute usually wa s some half edu­ 
cated, supercilious dude, who esteemed 
hlmseif made of better clay than any 
passengers.
